such. 
Fearing for his life if he attempt- 


ed such an act;, Countee published a card 
in the papers here declaring he would 
keep Inviolate his obligations so far as 
secrecy was concerned, which for the 
time being seemed to satisfy the mem- 
bers of the organizations named. 


Last night, however, another attempt 


was made to Jassassinutc Countec. IHe 
was returning to his home from church, 
with ubout twenty of hl.s congregation, 
when be was tired upon by( unknown; 
parties. 
The weapon Udcd was a shot- 


pun, and Countee was struck with two. 
buckshot. 
One entered the back of his
